RECORD OF ACCIDENTS, 
On the Connecticut River Rail Road, for the year ending Nov. 30, 1859. 

January 28. — ^Daniel Sprague, Jr., of Coleraine, jumped from the Passenger 
Car attached to a freight train, at Greenfield, while the train was in motion, and 
fell upon the track. The car passed over both legs. He died the same day. 

August 3. — Martin Huntoon, of Lowell, accompanied a Sabbath School excur- 
sion party from Holyoke to Keene. The train was thrown from the track while 
moving south, at a point two miles above Northampton, in consequence of sand 
having washed upon the track. He had persisted in riding on the platform, after 
being warned repeatedly of the danger, alleging as an excuse, that he was too 
unwell to remain inside of the car. In the concussion he was caught between 
the railing and platform of the adjoining car, breaking one leg and otherwise 
injuring him. He died Sept. 17th, 1859.

As the Express train from Worcester to Springfield was passing New Worcester, 
on Saturday, January 29th, it came in collision with a funeral procession, striking one 
of the carriages killing two women, Mrs. Gallagher and Mrs. McGinnis. Ann Curtis 
had her arm broken. The engine whistle was sounded and the bell rung before ap- 
proaching the crossing. A Coroner's inquest was held and the Jury returned a ver- 
dict as follows : — "And this accident was not the fault of any of the agents or employees 
of the Western Railroad Corporation, but was the fault of the driver of said cairiage, 
who recklessly and carelessly attempted to cross the track of said Corporation after 
being warned of his danger by the employees of said Corporation, and therefore the 
Jurors say that the said Mrs. Gallagher and Mrs. McGinnis came to their deaths 
through the recklessness and carelessness of the driver of the carriage." 

September 12, 1859 — The P. M. Passenger train from Springfield to Albany run 
over and killed a man by the name of Burke, who was walking on the track in Westfield.
